Buſe not your ſelfe for gods loue, 
with the fallible opinion and decea- 
ueable conhdence inthefe mens honetties, .

bur refort youw to the examples, yea rather 
to the experience of the inſolencie,contept 
and odious ingratitude of baſe perſons ex- 
ceſsiuely benefted:and make not your lelfe 
to be annombred among the infortunat, 
whom,others perils could not make warie. 
T his time norplaceadmitteth not the alle- 
ation of manie : let thele. few examples 
therefore ſuthſe, which our vahappie daies 
haue brought to light,and finiſhed with in 
the time of your owne memorie. 

Yfin France ambition made the late Ad-
